In this cm of good feeling nnd rec- 
onciliation, ho further said, thera were still 
persons who talked of bayouets nnd wbo 
sought to revive tbo prejudices of the past. 
This was much to be regretted, but there 
was enough to fill every heart with grati- 
tude, tbo houso boiug no longer divided and 
nil the .inhabitants having a fair start in the 
race for life. In this and in all other 
.speeches ho earnestly condemned tbe re- 
opening of tho old issues between tho North 
nnd tbo South, assuring bis bearers thnt tbe 
time bad come for complete reconciliation. 


The president in further conversation re- 


ferred to tho fact thnt tho National Repub- 
lican Convention which nominated him for
